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e First, | noticed that it wasn't about the excuses used when they didn't 
accomplish that task of winning! When the players and coaches look in 
the camera and say we blew it - This is where change begins because 
they are accepting their responsibility for the loss and not blaming 
others. 


o Questions for you to think about! 


= Are you able to admit to God when you have failed or sinned? 
As Christians, we called this confessing. 


= How hard is it to admit that you did not accomplish the goal or 
do what was right? 


= Have you looked at what you could have done differently? 


= What verses in the scripture help you understand this phase of 
your life? 


e Second, | noticed that they made adjustments in the game plan! 


o They were not afraid to change strategies if something was not 
working. | don't know if you suffer from the same (what | call the) 
Man-Thing Syndrome that | do, but it is hard to admit I'm wrong, 
and even harder to change course. 


o Questions for you to think about! 
= As Christians it is important to learn to change course, the way 
we did things 10 years ago, 10 weeks ago, or even 10 minutes 
ago may not be working. 


= Can you identify something you need to change? 


= What is the first step you need to take to initiate change in 
your life? 


e Third, and I think most importantly, the teams that get to this point 
can communicate effectively (talk among themselves), they hear the 
other players, they hear the coach, and they even hear the crowd.
